The Mayor read a letier from Mr. Vic Ehlers, Executive Director of the
Community Countil, stating the Board of Directors of the Community Council had
agreed to have the Community Council serve as coordinating agency foyr the Com-
minity Action Program of the Economic Opportunity Act for the citizens of Austin
and Travis County, this with the understanding that funds would be made availgble
to carry out this assignment in s responsible mamnmer. He said sdditional siaff
personnel would be required but this could be obtained on a 10% - 90% matching
vasis from the office of Economic Opportunity for the program Development phase.
It was expected that this will require from three to six months Inecluding re-
views and approval from all required local, state, and national agencies and
organizations. He stated if it were possible for the City to provide $2,000 to
the Community Council for the program development, the Commmnity Counecil had
verbal assurances from Washington that matching funds would bhe made available.
He stated they would like to submlit a development proposal to Washington prior
to Christmes with the hope that all program development funds would become
available no later than January 7, 1965. Discussion of the request was held and
it was brought out that the $2,000 was the local share and the City could ask the
County and Schools to share in this cost. Councilman Long moved that $2,000 be
approprigted for the Community Council for this program. The motion, seconded
by Councilmsn Shenks, carried by the following vote:

80 he had returned to Austin. She said Reverend Davis had gone 1o the Bracken-
ridge Clinic to get some heart medicine and had been refused on the grounds that
he had not lived in Austin for six months, although he had a card before. ©She
stated she fell he had not given up his residence in Austin as he was just visit;
ing his son. Councilmsn Long moved that Reverend Robert B. Davis at 1907 EBast
13th Street be given a card at Brackenridge Hospital. The motion died for lack
of a second. Councilman Long stated if the Comneil did not accept these facts,
would they grant the card on a humsnitarisn basis. Mayor Palmer suggested that
the Council buy the heart medicine until this could be checked. Discussion of
the soclal services department at the Hospital was held. Councilman Iong felt
they were tco hard on people as many were sick and needed helyp but they were
turned down; and also the department did not work well with other agencies.
Councilman White checked with the Hospital and was told Reverend Davis would
have fo live in the City six months before he became eligible and Councilman
White felt they were Jjust carrying out city policy. Councilmen IaRue moved that
the City Manager be asked to make an investigation and report back to the Coun=-
cil. The motion, seconded by Councilman Shanks, carried by the following vote:

R. A. BREMMER,
representatives of the Housing and Home Finance Agency in Fort Worth, will be in
Austin Fridsy morning, December 18th at 9:00 A.M. to review the "workable pro-
gram" which outlines Austin's sccomplishments and projects the aims and goals
in such areas as codes, ordinances, planning, urban renewal, housing and citi-
zens participation.
